TELLS OF WAR 
IN 7 NATIONS 


From “Somewhere-in-France” 


sends a cheerful “Hello Paul” and 
séveral hundred interesting words 
about his adventures ‘in Africay 
Sicily; Italy, England, France, 
Belgium and Germany. 
After partigipating. in a num- 
ber of major battles as an infan- 
‘tryman, Whitt is now. assigned to 
the quartermaster corps. He ad- 
mits he made “it, possible for a 
number of Germans to Achieve 
their highest ambition to “die for 
the fatherland,” before he was 
transferred to the service of sup- 
Ply. > 
Whitt declares The Everglades 
News, which he reports having re- 
ceived in seven foreign Jands, 
forms an important means of 
{keeping up with developments at 
home. “To him, Pahokee or any 
part of the Everglades seems far 
superior to any part of Europe or 
Africa. : 

In his travels so far, he bas 
visited Oran, Algiéra, Tunis, Biz- 
erte, Carthage or” rather its 
tunis. Mountain, he writes, fore 
beautiful scenery, but hecome 
tough ‘battle grounds. 

Whitt was in the big, tank battle 
at Gela in Sicily, following the 
invasion of that’ island.
